Many Items Outmoded or Not Wanted by Armed Services 
Are Being Made Available for Public Sale by Treasury

WASHINGTON—-Biggest store­ 
keeper In the world after the war 
will be Uncle Sam. The surplus 
property division of the treasury 
departm ent alone will do a 35 to 
105 billion dollara business In ev­ 
erything from mule* to PT-boata, 
from bugle* to automobiles. 
When V-Pay rome*, the armed 
forces will be only too happy to 
turn over all used and u n u s e d 
equipment. Ration and sllocation- 
weary civilians will be only too 
happy to get it. 
"Much of the stuff that will be 
offered for sale has been difficult 
to get—truck*, hardware, refriger­ 
ator*, batteries—and it will go like 
wildfire,” *av* A. R. Snyder, sur­ 
plus property spokesman. 
B ut Uncle Sam does not have to 
wait till the war la over to start 
disposing of surpluses. He is al­ 
ready selling g o o d s across the 
counter. After all. some war ma­ 
terials daily become obsolete. Or 
they may have become too worn 
for service. Or maybe the Army, 
wishing to avoid “too little too 
late.” bought up more than it 
could use. 
Literally thousand* of consumer 
goods will be handled by surplus 
property. (Under “hardware” alone 
m arly 900 different Items will be 
included.) 
That doc* not Include surplus 
food products which wail be sold 
through W ar Foods Admlnistra 
tion or non-consumer goods (war 
plants and heavy production ma 
chinery) through the Reconstruc­ 
tion F i n a n c e corporation. Ship* 
and marine fixtures will be hen 
died by the Maritime commission.

A Needless Disease

But such is not the case. A group 
of

ma ling the most careful and final 
tests on a group of children un­ 
selected and examined consecu­ 
tively just as they came along, irre­ 
spective of whether they were con­ 
sidered healthy or what they were 
complaining of, showed that 46 per 
cent of them had some degree of 
rickets. This was in recent years 
when the knowledge about sun­ 
shine and cod liver oil had, or 
should have, sunk in. 
True, in only about five per cent 
of the cases was the rickety con­ 
cn; n sufficiently advanced to be 
in itself a menace to health. In 23 
per cent it was considered slight 
and in 18 per cent it was consid­ 
er. j rn derate in degree. 
Danger Still Present 
But the lesson it that the danger 
ib a1 v ays present, and is still pres­ 
ent, and requires the continuation 
during infancy and childhood of 
the means of prevention which are 
prove J and which we know work. 
The physicians say; 
“We doubt if slight degrees of 
rickets, such as we found in many 
of our children, interfere with 
health and development, but our 
stu lies as a whole afford reason to 
prol dig administration of vitamin 
L) to the age limit of our study, the 
fourteenth year, and especially in- 
d.cate the necessity to suspect and 
to »ake the necessary measures to 
guard against rickets in sick chil* 
dren.” 
R ckets in my young days in the 
clinics was a prevalent and shock­ 
ing condition. When I was in Lon­ 


don in 1911, that city had the larg­ 
est and most instructive clinics on 
children's diseases in the world. It 
should have because it had the 
largest, filthiest, moat crowded and 
meet disgraceful slums in the 
world—at least in any city that 
was supposed to be part of a great 
civilised Empire. In these clinics 
the army of children with rickets 
was enough to make a strong man 
put his head in his hands and cry. 
Bent limbs, deformed limbs, bow 
legs, knock knees, bulging skulls, 
knobs all along the ribs, great 
white, pathetic, staring eyes, or 
sobbing, crying, painful, restless 
babies. 
All this from a disease that five 
cents worth of knowledge and ten 
cents worth of cod liver oil would 
prevent entirely. 
Cod Liver Oil 


There was some talk among the 
professors ss to whether cod liver 
oil did any good. It used to be used, 
but how did it act? That is what 
they wanted to know and shrugged. 
The 
teachings 
on 
vitamins 
changed all that, and whatever 
reservations I have on vitamin! in 
adults, there is no wavering in my 
conviction 
that 
children 
need 
plenty of vitamin D in the form of 
cod liver oil and vitamin C in the 
form of orange juice. 
The old fashioned forms of pro­ 
viding vitamin D for the preven­ 
tion of rickets ire the best—cod 
liver oil and sunshine. The baby 
forms its own vitamin D out of 
sunshine. Primitive people and 
those who live in a southern cli­ 
mate do not have much rickets. 
But we coop our children up in 
houses and schools during the 
brightest part of the winter day 
and cover most of their skin even 
if they do go out. 
Negroes have more rickets and 
the severest cases because their 
skin filters out the vitamin D pro­ 
ducing rays in sunshine. They need 
more cod liver oil than tho fair 
skinned children. 
The seasonal incidence of rickets 
shows the influence of su n shine- 
highest in February to May, after 
the short dark days, lowest from 
September to November.

These are the people who 
form the solid background of any 
nation. They make th* kind of 
home* In which children develop 
in security and happineas, with the 
best hope of growing Into fin* and 
useful men and women. 
There is no exaggerating the 
Importance of the Influence of 
such a home, or Its far-reaching 
effect on generations of children. 
One such home was often hon­ 
ored by visits from Jesus. We do 
not know of the father and mother 
in this home. They may have been 
dead, but the three people who in­ 
habited it—Mary. Martha and 
their 
brother 
Lazarus — were 
friends of His. They lived In the 
little town of Bethany, near Jeru­ 
salem. 
"Now It came to pass” that 
Jesus visited this home after Hie 
talk with the lawyer to whom He 
told the story of th# Good Samari­ 
tan. Martha was the sort of per- 
•on who is "cumbered about much 
serving." Sh# evidently worried 


about her household duties and 
considered them more Important 
than anything else In the world. 
Mary, on the contrary, may have 
been Just as good a housekeeper, 
but her ears and eyes were wide 
open to more spiritual things. 
On this occasion Mary sat st 
Jesus' feet listening to His talk, 
but Martha came to Him. saying, 
"Lord, dost Thou not care that my 
sister hath left me to serve alone ? 
bid her therefor# that she help 
me.” 
J ti-wa answered, 'Martha. Mar­ 
tha. thou are careful and troubled 
about many things: 
"But one thing is needful; and 
Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away 
from her.” 
We do not know lf Martha took 
Jesus’ words to heart and came to 
realize that it is Just as bad to 
make too much of one's work and 
neglect higher things, as it is to 
concentrate on spiritus! things 
alone and neglect one’s Job. 
Paul Write* Ephesians 
Writing to the Ephesians when 
he was a prisoner in Rome, Paul 
wrote; "Children obey your par­ 
ents In the Lord for this Is right. 
‘ Honor thy father and moth­ 
er." To learn to obey is the flrat 
task of the young child. With 
the tiny child this must at first 
be blind obedience; but as the 
child develops understanding It 
can be explained why he must 
obey tho#* in charge of the home 
and who art older and wiser than 
he. To be a good citizen of a com­ 
munity it is necessary for a hu­ 
man being to be trained in obedi­ 
ence In early life. 
"And ye fathers, provckf not 
your children to wrath: but^bring 
them bp in the nurture and ad­ 
monition of the Lord." 
Parents should be kind and un­ 
derstanding; 
not 
aggravating 
their children unduly, but Hying 
in happy harmony with them. 
Their Influence and example ar# 
th* most Important part of a 
child’s character building 
This home Influence is Illustrat­ 
ed by St. Paul In his letter to Tim­ 
othy, a favorite disciple and co­ 
worker of his with whom he hid 
parted in tears. 
"When I call to remembrance 
the unfeigned faith that Is in 
thee, which dwelt first In thy 
grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice, and I am persuaded that 
In thee also.”.
